fit the crime,' a coat of red stripes would be more 
becoming to a wife beater than a coat of tar and 
feathers. Treatment of this character could hardly 
be regarded as adequate punishment for the revolt- 
ing brutality of beating a woman and that woman 
the brute's wife." 


That, of course, means recourse to the whipping 


post for punishment of offenders of that character. 
Such a law was enacted in this State in the early 
seventies, but proved a complete failure. Although 
there were a few convictions and sentences under 
it, no officer could be found who would inflict the 
penalty, amd so the brutal scoundrels escaped pun- 
ishment of any kind whatever. 


While it is to be admitted that twenty or thirty 


lashes "well laid on" is meet punishment for that 
kind of cattle, the infliction of it would give to any 
man fit to be entrusted with public office, as great 
if not greater pain then the physical suffering ex- 
perienced by the offender himself. Humiliation 
would only be experienced by the executer of the 


law, for the wretch under the lash, barren and in- 
capable of such sentiment, would laugh at the 
"weakness" of the person who possessed it. There 
should be a special law in every State for the 
offense of wife beating, which generally comes un- 
der the head of an ordinary assault, the extreme 
penalty for which is by no means proportionate 
with the nature of the offense or the deserts of the 
offender. 
A few months solitary confinement with 


a menu composed of the .staff of life and nature's 
beverage, would perhaps have a salutary effect in 
such cases while the penalty would extend only to 
the biutal and cowardly violator of Divine and hu- 
man law, and not to the executive representative 
of the latter.
